* “iadtatlo'Seydiour, the Deimocrotic can- 
didate, wid. whe will:be the: eighteenth 

President of the United States, was born 

in Onondagus county; New York, in the 
yest 1821,.and consequently Bfty-seven 
years of ‘age. He received a classical 

education, and has become distinguished 

as a linguist, often fn his politieal cam- 
. paigns, addressing German communities 
in their Own language. By profession 
he is a lawyer, and by bis superior tal 
ent, great aequirements and attention tu’ 

daty, he early rose to prominence among 
athe gredt lawyers.of the Empire State. 

From his earliest entry into public life 

he has been an-advocate of Democratic 
- principles and firmly attached to the 
party. “His first. official position of 
prominence was gained iv 1841, when 
he was elected to the Assembly of New 
‘York. Asa member of the Legislature, 
he soon gained prominence, having ripe 
knowledge of all affairs pertaining to the 
State, and being bold, ready and skillful 
in debate. In the Spring of 1842 he 
was elected Mayor of Utica, which city 
had previously been strongly Whig. 
“After serving a short term as Mayor he 
again was elected te the Assembly four 
or five times successively, and in 1845 
was chosen Speaker of that body. In 
1850 he received the nomination by the 
Democratic party for Governor. * * 
Two years later, in 1852, he was aguin 
nominated fur Governor, and again op- 
posed to Washington Hunt, whom he 
this time defeated, receiving a majority 
wf 24,885. At this election there were 
three parties in the field —the Democrat- 
ic, Whig: and Free Svil. Over both his 
an ; opposing candidates, Mr Seymour re- 
ceived 6,000 mujurity. This was a 
Presidential campalgn, in which Frankiln 
Picrge, General Scott and Jobu P. Hale 
were the candidates. In 1854, Governor
